“Shack”: a. much improved cafeteria location; personal. recreation 
in bowling alleys and the like; a place for all-school dances and 
parties; and personal services such as a bookstore and barbership 
which are limited or non-existent. ;

Novelist tries too hard.

A novel written about Omaha by a former 
.Omahan may be interesting to Gateway readers. 
The book, “Jefferson Selleck’ by Carl Jonas, tries 
to depict.a man living in the ’50’s. 


Using an autobiographical style, Jeff Selleck 
dictates his life story on a tape recorder. Lacking 
chronological order, Jonas tells Selleck’s life 
as the man would remember it. 

A synopsis is that Selleck suffers a heart 
attack on his daughter’s wedding day. Forced 
to slow down, Selleck decides to leave a record 
of his life for posterity. 

While some events of the novel are amusing 
or sympathetic, the story leaves little /impres- 
sion on the reader. The: loose-knit quality. of 
the book hinders, not helps’ the author. 

While Selleck’s life may be of little interest 
as a novel, the fact that the scene is in Omaha 
makes it worth reading.

Jefferson Selleck wonders if he really lived 
or if he merely existed.
